The Wilmington Finance 
Committee completed its budget 
deliberations Tuesday night, 
restoring money to some areas 
but still making drastic reduc- 
tions in the school budget. 

The restoration of some funds 
became possible after an an- 
nouncement last week that the 
town had an additional $676,823 
available. 

The additional funds were from 
two sources, The Mass. Depart- 
ment of Revenue approved an 
increase of 454,323 in the town’s 
tax levy limit, The increase 
raised the limit from 10,780,552 to 
$11,234,875. 

Also, $222,500 became available 
due to a six-month delay in 
bonding. The town will not go to 
the bond market until November, 
with the result that the principal 
will not become due until six 
months later than originally 
calculated. 

The change in finances 
eliminates an earlier calculated 
shortfall of about $550,000. Fin- 
com chairman Walter Kaminski 
had assigned a lion's share of that 
shortfall to be cut from the school 
budget. 

In the completed budget, the 
school committee did not recoup 
all the money Kaminski had 
assigned for cuts. The fincom 
recommended a cut of $207,517 
from the school committee's 
recommended budget _of 
$7,394,395. 
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Kaminski said that the figure 
cut represented real cuts of about 
$115,000, due to funds available to 
the school committee. 

Included in the fincom budget 
recommendations is $175,000 for 
pay raises. Also, the fincom 
restored some jobs that had been 
earlier slated for cutting. Among 
these are two firefighters’ jobs, 
the assistant town clerk, a clerk 
typist, an equipment operator in 
the highway department, and a 
senior engineering aide. 

Also restored was $48,067 to the 
library budget. The fincom had 
previously planned to cut that 
budget drastically. 

Other amounts voted included 
an additional $3000 for police 
cruisers, raising the recom- 
mended appropriation for three 
cars from $21,000 to $24,000. The 
fincom approved $400 for Article 9 
of the Annual Town Meeting 
Warrant, which seeks to take by 
eminent domain land off of 
Ainsworth Road, Also approved 
was $250 for a change in the 
layout of Phillips Avenue. Money 
was also allocated to restore the 
account for paid holidays in the 
Fire Department. 

The committee approved $1500 
for engineering services for the 
Conservation Commission, The 
commission had been seeking 
$3500, vowing to take the fight to 
the town meeting floor. The $1500 
voted by the fincom is seen as an 
attempt to stall that effort 


Water treatment plant passes first TCE test

Preliminary tests of water 
samples from Wilmington's new 
water treatment plant indicate 
that the plant can successfully 
remove trichloroethylene (TCE) 
from water 

Although the test must still be 
repeated, the test indicated that 
90 percent of the TCE was 
removed by an aeration process, 
and the remaining 10 percent was 
removed by filters. 

The new water filtration plant, 
constructed off Butters Row in 
Wilmington, will be ready to 
begin operation within the next 
few weeks. The purpose of the 
plant is be to remove 


trichlorethylene (TCE), iron, and 
other harmful chemicals that are 
found in the.water of such wells as 
Chestnut Street, Butters Row 1, 
Butters Row 2, and Town Park.

The decision to construct the 
fittration plant was made years 
ago, said George Allan, chairman 
of the board of Water and Sewer 
Commissioners, George Allan, “ 

based on the need for good 
quality water. Several wells had 
been shut down because of the 
high iron content in the water.” 


The first attempt to bring such 
a plant to Wilmington was voted 
down at a 1875 town meeting, 
Allan said, but in the annual 
meeting in 1978 the motion was 
carried. An additional $600,000 
was appreciated at a special town 
meeting in Sept. 1979. 

Construction began in the fall of 
1979, funded by water revenue 
and a Massachusetts state grant 
of $1.4 million. The total cost of 
production amounts to ap- 
proximately $3.4 million, Allan 
said. This sum is the equivalent of 


the originally allotted $2.75 
million plus the additional 
$600,000 that was needed to 
complete construction, Future 
maintenance and operation costs 
will also be paid by water 
revenue. 

Covering the four wells men- 
tioned above, the plant will be 
able to pump three million gallons 
of water per day and will serve as 
the primary supply, Allan said 

‘The filtration process begins as 
water is drawn from the well to 
the plant. It then undergoes 
aeration, which evaporates the 
TCE, and replaces the carbon 
dioxide in the water with oxygen, 
reducing the acidity and making 
it so that it requires less 
chemicals later on in the process. 
In a primary test, engineer Allan 
Fraser of Weston .. Sampson, 
said 90 percent of the TCE was 
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removed in aeration. 

After aeration, the water moves 
along to the flash mix chamber 
where the chemicals area dded. 
These additives include alum, 
which makes the particles in the 
water bond together; a polymer, 
which removes color; potassium 
permanganater, which oxidizes 
the iron magnesium and makes 
them insoluable; and chlorine, 
which preyents algae growth. 
Once these chemicals have been 
added, teh water is sent to the 
mixing basin where they are 
blended together. 

From the mixing basin, the 
water goes to a sedimentation 
basin. Here, the chemical par- 
ticles that have been bonded 
together and have become in- 
soluable settle out of the water to 
the bottom of the basin. The water 
then proceeds to a filter which 
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removes all the particles that are 
not eliminated by the sedimen- 
tation process. 

Once the water has been 
filtered in this manner, it is sent 
toa clear well or holding tank and 
from there it is pumped into the 
system. 

Fraser said that currently only 
one test has been done on the 
filtered water and the results 
were excellent: 100 percent 
elimination of all harmful 

«chemicals. 

“We haven't got all the bugs 
worked out as far as chemical 
dosage,” Fraser said. In the time 
prior to the opening of the plant, 
they will be conducting ex- 
periments on the amount of 
chemical additives that should be 
put into the incoming well water

Shawsheen Tech to enroll 
more Tewksbury students 


Tewksbury has gained an 
enrollment of 17 pupils in recent 
months to the Shawsheen Valley 
Technical Regional High School. 
The original Tewksbury 
enrollment, when the school 
opened, was 40. When the school 
was enlarged seven years ago the 
enrollment from Tewksbury went 
up to 90. 

Now, because of changes being 
brought about by Proposition 22, 
Tewksbury is again to enlarge its 
number of pupils. Next fall the 
number will be 120, in the ninth 
grade. 

So said Dick Griffen, in the 
Tewksbury Rotary Club on May 
21. Mr. Griffen is principal of the 
Tewksbury Junior High School 
and is a Tewksbury member of 
the school committee at 
Shawsheen Tech. 

The Tewksbury share of the 
costs for the school will be going 
down from 12.8 percent, this year, 
because of 242 

The Shawsheen Tech School 
Committee held a meeting last 
January with representatives of 
the finance committees from the 
five towns in the district. The 
meeting was to discuss the 
finances of the school as it af- 
cted the towns of Bedford, 
Billerica, Burlington, Tewksbury 
and Wilmington. As a result there 
were cuts in the school budget and 
a re-allocation of costs to the five 
towns in the district. Part of the 
re-allocation was because of the 
changing enrollment from the 
towns 

The budget cut, as it affected 
Bedford was 19 percent 
Burlington was similarly cut 

All five towns got a reduction 
That of Tewksbury will be 
reflected during the town meeting 
in June. 

Changes have been made in 
several of the items that were cut 

Shawsheen Tech had intensive 
shop courses in the afternoon for 
high school pupils. They ran from 
2:30 to 5 and the cost to the school 
was $500,000 a year. 

These shop courses are now 
being absorbed into the regular 
classes. 

About 1500 adults received 
training at the school last year. 


There had been a regisfration fee 


of $5. 


re 
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Last year the fee was changed 
to $20, which the committee 
believed to be about half the cost. 
Further analysis showed the cost 
to be $120 to $150 a year. 

As a result the fee was changed 
to $60 and a minimum class of 20 
pupils was established. Griffen 
reported that he did not see any 
pupils coming in for next year. 

He also discussed the summer 
school. It was designed to give 
pupils an opportunity to make up 
for work they had missed during 
the year, thus keeping up in their 
classes. 

Griffen had two points, with 
reference to summer schools. 

The first was that the minimum 
working age is 18. He felt that it 
possibly did not pay to push 
people ahead, if they would be 
unable to get work when they got 
out school 

His second point was that he 
had frequently noticed the same 
pupils showing up for summer 
school year after year, 

Griffen voted no for the sum- 
mer school this year. Seven 
members of the committee voted 
yes. The summer school will be 
maintained. 

But there will now be a 
registration fee of $50 with a 


minimum of 15 pupils in a class. 
Griffen compared the costs with 
two schools, one in Lawrence, and 
the other being Austin Prep in 
Reading. Austin Prep charges 
$150 for summer classes, he said. 

Text book costs are going up, 
Griffen reported.. Some of the 
books cost as much as $30 or $40 
each, 

But not so many are being 
purchased, The school has cut the 
budget for new text books from 
$30,000 a year to $12,000 a year. 

The school also has a 
moratorium on the purchase of 
new equipment. There will be 
some updating, however, on 
computers. 

There is a grant from Digital 
for updating of computers along 
with a grant from Wang for word 
processing equipment. 

And the classes are continuing. 
At the present time a group of 
students are in Tewksbury 
erecting a showplace home on 
Catamount Road. It will be worth, 
when finished, about $200,000. 

Proposition 2%, Griffen 
thought, did not have a 
tremendous effect on Shawsheen 
Tech. The most notable item is 
the fact that the classes are now 
to be larger.

Their 
frustrations at being pushed 
around in crowded classes by 
harried teachers will explode on 
society, 

This means we would need 
more police protection and more 
fire protection making more jobs 
available. Then we can take more 
money away from the schools to 
support them. 

The blame can then be put on 
the parents and the politicians 
can go on with the business of 
being elected. 

1 implore the finance com- 
mittee to: find other places to 
recommend cuts and leave 
children with, at least, this 
program that Dr, Pierce has 
outlined for them.

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Refugee family settles in Wilmington 


A Laotian refugee family has 
settled in Wilmington. Aided by a 
committee of about 30 people, 
Khamseng and Xab 
Saysongkham have settled on 
Shawsheen Avenue. 

Khamseng was a lieutenant in 
the Royal Laotian Army, and had 
lived in a refugee camp in 
Thailand off and on since 1976. He 
frequently returned to Laos on 
expeditions against the com- 
munist forces, 

It was in the refugee camp that 
he met Xab. Her husband had 
died in the camp, leaving her with 
a son, Som Phet. 

Xab and Khamseng were 
married in the refugee camp. 
After Xab became pregnant, they 
started to think about leaving the 
camp. Eventually, arrangements 
were made for them to come to 
the United States, 

A committee of people from 
three Burlington’ churches had 
been formied about a year ago. 
‘Their purpose was to settle and 
support a refugee family. Among 
the people on the committee are 
two Wilmington couples, Bill and 
Bunny Frey and Steve and Mindy 
Murphy. 

After the committee was un- 
successful in finding housing for 
the family in Burlington, an 
apartment was found in a house in 
Wilmington. The owner was 
eager s help settle the family.

“It’s amazing how many people 


came forward and asked to help,” 
said Mimi Malkasian. She and her 
husband Andy head the com- 
mittee. 

Mrs. Frey had great praise for 
the people in the Wilmington 
school system. Som Phet is in the 
fourth grade at the Shawsheen 
School. He is the first non-English 
speaking student in the school, 
and is learning quickly. 
Khamseng and Xab are at- 
tending English classes daily at 
the International Institute in 
Lowell, where a large number of 
Laotion people have settled. 

Khamseng has a job at 
Sweetheart Plastic where he 
works the 3 to 11 shift 

“Sweetheart really went out on 
a limb to hire him,” said Mrs. 
Frey, appreciatively. 

The committee is 
philosophically opposed to 
bringing in a refugee family and 
putting them on welfare. Much of 
their activity has been directed 
toward making the family self- 
sufficient. They are confident that 
by July 1, Khamseng will be able 
to support his family. 

The family will soon have 
another member. Xab is ex- 
pecting a baby anytime. The

Help yourself to a Happy 
Vacation, Part III. . 

In the last two articles we 
talked about preparations you 
should make a few days before 
leaving on your vacation.

London travelogue

What you eat is where you are

Europa called to me again this 
spring. So I spent a week in London 
trying to sample and discover as much 
as | could in an all-too-short span of time. 
Last week, in this two-part series, 1 
recotinted my impressions of Royal and 
not-so-royal London. ) 


What one eats while in a strange city 
colors the experiences to such a high 
degree that sometimes the mind 
remembers the city by the food 

My week's stay in London contained 
different dining experiences but one in 
particular stands out. On the fourth night 
of my stay, I went with a friend to a 


small Indian restaurant in the Knight 
sbridge area. 

‘The Shaheen, as it was called, was 
very quiet and very clean when we 
walked in. Indian music played softly in 
the background. The waiter, dressed in 
the white suit that Indian servants wear 
in old British movies, greeted us warmly 
and helped us in ordering our meal 

In fact, when you really come down to 
it, he ordered the meal for us, with the 
two of us just nodding our heads at each 
thing he suggested 

We ended up with lamb and chicken 
curries, nan ‘a form of crisp bread), rice 
and a mixed Indian salad - all of which 
had a strong aroma and bite to the 
tongue. Tuborg beer brewed in England 
complimented the curries quite well 

‘The waiter was most helpful. He joked 
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Roving with Dan Ferullo 


with us and told us how to eat the meal 
For dessert. a super-thin piece of silver 
was offered. | ate it rather reluctantly 
but it was quite interesting, with an 
after-flavor I found pleasur-ble, but 
could not identity 

As we left, the waiter showed: his 
complete sense of courtesy for us, by 
giving the fresh carnation off the table to 
my friend. We walked back to the hotel 
feeling on top of the world after such a 
good meal. The price was good ‘for 
London) - 18 pounds 70 pence $42.50) for 
dinner for two. 

The Penta Hotel's restaurants came in 
second on the dining poll with its 
Beefeater Grill, which presented 
flaming specialities prepared right at 
your table on a portable gas stove, and 
the coffee shop where a meal of roast 
beef, vegetables, salad and dessert as 
well as beer or wine could be obtained at 
very reasonable prices. No wonder the 
coffee shop was full every night of dollar 
or yen or frane-pinching tourists trying 
to conserve their money, yet eat well 

The hotel offered either continental 

Le. French) style cooking or authentic 
English-style fare in its Beefeater Grill. 1 
sampled Scampi Brochette Portuguese 

shrimp wrapped in bacon with a tomato 
) and English Mixed Grill, which 
sisted of a piece of ham, a piece of 
lamb, a piece of liver, a soft-boiled egg 

in short, very filling on the cholesterol 
side of nutrition The coffee shop 
featured good food at a very cheap price 


In the middie ot tne week, 1 bought 
tickets to a play at the Ambassador 
‘Theater in the West End of London. The 
play was “Dangerous Corner" by J.B 
Priestly, and it proved to be both a highly 
literate and thoroughly entertaining 


Movie junkie revealed 


I confess. I'm a movie junkie. 'm ad 
dicted to movies the way a lot of guys are 
addicted to Mopday Night Football. I even 
find some satisfaction in watching a lousy 
movie, if you can believe it. Maybe that’s 
because there are mo lousy movies 
today, so a,true movie buff has to become 
conditioned to seeing lesser quality. pic 
tures. Nevertheless, there’s always the 
thrill of sitting in a movie theatre a few 
minutes before the picture starts and 
thinking, Hey, this might be a real good 
one, More often than not the film turns out 
to be a real dud, But you're a true grit 
movie buff, so you endure until the next 
time you go to the theatre. 


When you go to the movies as often as | 
you begin to develop a knack for knowing 
how good or bad a picture 1s going to be 
Part of developing the right knack comes 
from reading what others have to say 
about a movie. | read voraciously as many 
reviews as possible. Some of the time | 
rely on the best critics’ opinions. like those 
of Pauline Kael, who is the thoughtful 
critic for The New Yorker, on which to 
base my decision. But when you get right 
down to deciding,.you have to choose a 
film on your owp gut instincts. I still goto 
see a movie because of the director's 
name. Or the star. Alas, even with one or 
the other, and in some cases bath, | have 
had a recent history of viewing bombs, | 
still love to go see a Mike Nichols film 
even though he hasn't done much lately. | 
keep yearning for the next Jack Nicholson 
or AI Pacino movie. in spite of their not 
having any plumb roles in a couple of 
years. I guess the bottom line is I'm still 

ntertained by old-fashioned star 
charisma \or director charisma), even 
when the star had delivered one disap: 
pointing performance after another and 
when the films are bona fide busts 

‘This asoning@however, doesn't lessen 
the economic factor in going. to see a movie

a week, never mind more than one a week 
Movies are expensive to make, and the 
pric ne reflects that. But there 
are ways to beat the expense too, without 
having to wait for movies to show up on 
free tv or paid subscription tv. which is no 
bargain either these days. I like to take 
advantage of afternoon bargain matin 
which usually cost about half the cost of 
regular performances. And there's 
another advantage to going to the movies 
during daytime hours: you virtually have 
the theatre to yourself. If there's one thing 
that bugs the hell out of me it's paying four 
or five bucks ‘eight or ten, if you've 
brought a guest) to see a picture, then 
being jammed into near immobility for 
about two hours. What's worse. someone 
in that sea of humanity will invariably rip 
open a Zagnut bar, sneeze, emit a thun 
derous stor h role, jeer, or yawn loudly 
just at the moment you're trying not to 
miss a crucial line. Take my word for it 

Bo to see & movie during the afternoon, and 
you'll never go on a Friday or Saturday 
night again. 

The people who go to see a movie in the 
afternoon are a different breed of 
audience. They tend to be more dedicated 
movie fans. After you've gone to see 
matinees ¢ same theatre you begin to 
recognize faces. You feel more com 
fortable about talking to the person next to 
you as you both leave the theatre after the 
movie. You find yourselves exchanging 
opinions. | They're not all “normal” fans. 
though. I remember one big fellow who 
wore a cowboy hat and talked to the screen 
throughout “Heaven's Gate.) There are 
some embarrassing moments for 1 
however. They come every time I step up 
“to the ticket counter and T have to face the 
ticket’ girl. The embarrassment isn't 
because she's unfriendly: it’s because I'm 
worried about what she's thinking of this 
guy who spends so many afternoons going 
to see movies. Of course, all that worrying

| asked politely for the check and then 
waited 25 minutes before it was finally 
delivered. | learned that one does not 
have to be that polite in demanding the 
check. I had a nice meal, in a com 
fortable setting - but | left upset because I 
was not conditioned to wait and wait for 
the check. I have too much of the 
American manner in me in that when I 
order food, I expect it quickly from the 
kitchen, eat it rapidly, want a check and 
then leave the place: Europeans do not

“Car crashes are the leading cause of 
death to children,” said Arnold Fiascone, 

D., chairman of the pediatric depar- 
tment of Melrose-Wakefield Hospital 

“But safety constructed child restraint 
devices can reduce or prevent most of 
these tragedies. Our goal is to convince 
parents of the need to use these safety 
seats and then help them get good ones.”” 

Dr. Fiascone added that in 1979, 900 
children four years or younger died while 
riding as passengers in automobiles on 
US. highways. Another 60,000 youngsters 
in this age group were reported injured. 

“But the total number of injuries is 
actually much higher,” Dr. Fiascone said, 
“since many young children are hurt in 
sudden stops or swerves. These injuries 
are not reported to the police 

“If more people knew how effective 
child safety seats are in protecting their 
children, we are certain more children 
would be buckled up,” Dr. Fiascone 
continued. 

“A safely constructed restraint device 
can reduce the probability of death in a 
crash by aS much as 90 percent. The 
probability of serious injury can be

“Once parents or other relatives decide 
to get a safety seat for their child, they 
are confused as to which of the many 
models on the market is best. To help 
them make a good selection, we have 
available a shopping guide which lists all 
the safe, crash-tested restraint devices for 
infants and children up to four or five 
years of age,” he added. 

Because some people may resist buying 
a safety seat because of cost, a major part 
of the MWH program is loaning infant 
restraints for a small rental fee 

“When you consider that your child’s 
life could depend on it, restraints are not 
that expensive,” said Dr. Fiascone. 

Prices for good safe models range from 
$50 down to $15. The hospital has 20 infant 
safety seats that can be rented by parents 
delivering a baby at Melrose-Wakefield 
Hospital for a one-year period (or until 
the baby outgrows it) at a rental fee of 75 
tents per month.

Kingston was a clean, quaint place, 
certainly not as busy and {ull of people as 
London. You might say it was a subur- 
ban town just like the towns outside of 
Boston.

minal 2 to see off a iriend who was flying 
to Italy, After a goodbye, I walked 
through the Heathrow Airport tunnel 
back to Terminal 3.

“Atmospheric electricity” 


The Retired Men's Club of Wakefield 
had their bi-monthly meeting Wednesday, 
May 13, at the First Parish 
Congregational Church of Wakefield. The 
program for the meeting was a film on 
“Atmospheric Electricity" presented by 
Robert E, Lautzenheiser of Reading, a 
professional climatologist whose weather 
summaries and statistics appear in local 
and Boston newspapers. Mr. Laut- 
zenbeiser was introduced by Ist’ Vice- 
President Richard Taylor who mentioned 
the speaker’s vast experience with the 
U.S. Weather Service from 1946 in 
Indiana, Illinois, and in Central and 
Northern New England in the 1960's and 
1970's. He now operates his own weather 
company in “New England Climactic 
Service”. In his opening remarks, Mr. 
Lautzenheiser mentioned that the film 
was produced by the American 
Meteorological Society, an organization of 
professional meteorologists and also 
interested amateurs and students, with 
members from around the world. Man has 
perhaps always been in awe of the power 
and beauty of the mast dramatic show of 
atmospheric electricity, the Thun 
derstorm. Even today many questions 
about this subject remain unanswered. 
However, since the famous kite ex 
periment of Ben Franklin much’has been 
learned and studies are continuing. 

‘The film begins by demonstrating the 
common phenomenon of static electricity 
such as can give one a shock just by 
walking upon a carpet on a dry day. It 
points out that even on a clear day the air 
is charged with a great positive charge 
with a voltage difference of around a half 
million volts from earth to sky. This 
causes @ constant current which may be 
demonstrated by fitting a tree with a 
sensitive ammeter. The current is so 
great that in an hour or so the at 
mospheric charge should be all gone were 
it not being constantly replenished. The 
major factor is the thunderstorm. As 
there are a thousand or so thunderstorms 
in progress somewhere in the world at all 
times, these have been shown to be able to 
account for the charge replenishment of 
the upper air to match the 1800 ampere 
fair weather earth current. 

The film went on to show that a strong 
electric field can cause small waterdrops 
to join others to form larger drops. This 
thought to be gn important factor in 
producing the large raindrops in thun: 
derstorms. Some of the experiments were 
demonstrated in the laboratory of the 
State University of New York at Albany 
The more dramatic shots of the thun: 
derstorms themselves were taken at the 
mountain top laboratory of the New 
Mexico Institute of Mining and 
‘Technology in the range just west of the 
Rio Grande at Socorro, New Mexico. As 
one cannot take a thunderstorm into a 
laboratory, this laboratory was built right 
where the thunderstorms in the summer 
are nearly an everyday occurence, These 
mountain thunderstorms may develop 
and go through their life cycle all without 
moving very far from the one spot 
Sensitive instruments measure the 
electrical charge on the falling rain, and 
electrometers are sent into the storm by 
balloon. A heavily instrumented aircraft 
scouts in and around the storm while a 
vertically scanning radar makes a record 
of a vertical cross section of the storm, A 
horizontal scanning radar on nearby Mr. 
Socorro makes similar horizontal slice 
samples through the storms. A typical 
summer at this lab will produce a wealth 
of data, which can keep students and 
researchers busily studying throughout 
the next school year at the Institute. 
These studies yield much information 
about the mechanics of the thunderstorm. 
Much remains to be learned about this 
phenomenon, one of nature's most 
remarkable spectacles. Perhaps one of 
the most interesting things demonstrated 
in this film was the fact that when 
lightning strikes, it does not strike once 
but several times in rapid succession, 
multiple strokes may number from a few 
up to as many as 29, with an average of 
around five 

The film was well received. The interest 
was evident by the fact that Mr. Laut 
zenheiser was asked many questions at 
the end of the most interesting film 
The regular meeting of the Retired

Fresh asparagus is a sign of spring for 
‘anyone who likes native fresh vegetables, 
especially those who have it in their 


Spring is its true season even though it's 
in most big markets from February 
through June and September through 
December. 

Cooking and preparing asparagus is 
always an interesting, if not con- 
troversial, subject because there are so 
many different opinions, depending on the 
cook and the size and quality of the 
asparagus. 

‘Should you buy thin green spears rather 
than the thick, fat ones? 

Should it be cooked standing up or flat 
ina wide pan’? 

Should the ends be broken at a certain 
point or cut with a knife? 


‘Yo peel or not to peel? 
To steam or submerge in boiling water? 
And, can it really be eaten with fingers 
rather than a fork? 

Although it’s not the most important of 
these questions most Americans find it 
amusing that etiquette books say it is OK 
even at a formal dinner to pick up the 
green stalk without the aid of a fork 
In other countries asparagus eaters are 


When it comes to purchasing and 
preparation,-since it's a stalk vegetable 
high in cellulose fibers, the best 
asparagus to choose are the young ones 
and they should almost always be trim- 
med of the tough fibers at the end because 
they don't get soft by cooking. 

Size is not important except that if 
they're all the same size’ they will cook 
evenly. When shopping, choose young 
asparagus with tight buds, avoiding those 
with seedy or widely spaced buds at the 
tip. 

Another reason for peeling is so the 
ends will cook as quickly as the tips. First 
snap off the root end by bending it near 
the bottom. It breaks at the point where it 
is tough and inedible 

Peel with a vegetable peeler or small, 
sharp knife, removing the tough layer at 
the base of the stalk to within an inch or 
two of the buds, where the skin is thinner. 
The peelings can go into soups. 

Cooking asparagus takes a little care 
because the tips cook quicker than the 
‘stalk end. The basic method is to immerse 
it in a large kettle of boiling water tied in 
bunches and to cook about 7 minutes or 
more according to size. Cooking the stalks 
standing upright is a better method, if you 
have a container for it, because the stalks 
are cooked in the boiling water and the 
tops are steamed and not overconked 


he chooses the sauce according to the age 
and texture. 

He uses plain melted butter for the first, 
tiny, delicate spears, then bolder sauces 
such as lemonbutter, French Creme 
Chantilly and a Sauce Pecandine made 
with pecans, tarragon vinegar, and butter 
for the stronger peak-season stalks. 

The favorite sauces are Hollandaise or 
melted butter and vinaigrette made with 
light olive oil, vinegar, or lemon juice. 
Italian cooks put grated Parmesan on the 
cooked tips and heat or grill until the 
cheese melts 

To enjoy this fresh spring vegetable, 
first purchase a lovely bunch of 
asparagus, then decide whether you want 
to steam, boil, stir fry, or cook it in one of 
the following recipes. But whatever you 
do, don't overcook it. 

These recipes are from “Asparagus, 
‘The Sparrowgrass Cookbook"* by Autumn 
Stanley (Pacific Search Press) 


Basic Asparagus Omelette 
3 eggs 
¥ teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon cold water 
1 tablespoon butter or margarine 
23 cup cooked and diced asparagus 
Hollandaise Sauce 
With wire whisk or rotary beater, beat 
eggs with salt and water until well mixed. 


Slowly heat a 9-inch skillet or omelet pan 
until a drop of water sizzles. Add butter 
but don't let it brown. 

Pour egg mixture quickly into skillet 
and cook over low heat, lifting oc: 
casionally with spatula to let uncooked 
parts run underneath. When partly set, 
add asparagus mixed with Hollandaise 
Sauce. Fold over, allow to complete 
setting, and turn out on a warm plate. 
Serve at once with extra sauce. Serves 1 
or 2. 

Variations: Add grated cheese, Swiss or 
one of your own favorites, shredded ham, 
chipped beef and cream cheese, shrimp, 
crumbled bacon, mushrooms, chicken or 
chicken livers. 


Sausage and Asparagus Supper 
2 pounds mild country sausage 

1 smathbunch fresh asparagus 

1 10%-ounce can cream of mushroom soup 
‘2 cup chopped mushrooms 

34 cup grated sharp cheddar cheese 
sparagus or spinach-flavored 


1 cup buttered bread crumbs 

Brown sausage gently and pour off 
drippings. Crumble and keep hot. Cut 
asparagus into bite-size pieces and cook 
until crunchy-tender, about 5 minures. 
Drain saving % cup liquid, Keep 
asparagus hot. 


Mix soup, mushrooms, asparagus 
liquid, and cheese in saucepan and cook 
over low heat until well mixed and thick 
Keep hot. 

Prepare noodles according to package 
directions; drain and pour into buttered 
casserole dish. Add sausage, asparagus, 
and cheese sauce in that order. Top with 
bread crumbs and place in hot oven at 425 
degrees F., just long enough to brown 
crumbs. Serves 4 


Asparagus Quiche 
19-inch pie crust shell 
6 to7 ounces chopped ham 
1 pound asparagus, cut in 2-inch pieces 
‘3 eggs, beaten 
‘ cup milk 
‘2 cup grated Gruyere cheese 
2 tablespoons onion, finely chopped 
% teaspoon salt 
4g teaspoon nutmeg 
\« cup grated Gruyere cheese 

Spread ham over piecrust. Simmer 
asparagus in boiling water for 4 to 5 
minutes, drain and layer over ham. 
Combine and mix together eggs, milk, 
cheese, onion, salt and nutmeg, Pour into 
pie shell, Sprinkle cheese over top. Bake 
at 350 degrees F. for 25 to 30 minutes

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Olmsted left a rich 
legacy of parks 


By Jane Holtz Kay 


What artist, so noble, as he, who with 
far-reaching conception of beauty and 
designing power, sketches the outline, 
writes the colours, and directs the 
shadows of a picture so great that Nature 
shall be employed upon it for generations, 
before the work he has arranged for her 
shall write his intentions. 

Frederick Law Olmsted 


Frederick Law Olmsted, an artist "so 
noble,” painted lakes where there were 
stagnant waters, contoured green slopes 
where rubble sat on ravaged soil, and 
carved paths that put city dwellers in 
nature's midst. 

Dreaming of a unity of the built and 
natural environment, America’s first 
landscape artehitect (1822-1903) shaped 
public and private spaces in 37 states and 
Canada. The salvation of Yosemite and 
the contouring of the graceful edges of 
Niagara Falls were from his hand; as 
well as parks in New York, Mont 
California, Atlanta, Boston, and Chicago, 
that make not only an Olmsted legacy but 
the major portion of our urban open space 
today 

Nonethel “What artist, so 
anonymous"”...might have described the 
profession of landscape architecture 
which he named, 

Cars drive across his rolling parkways 
and municipal officials plop grim 
structures in places where he thought to 
stir city folk with the "power of scenery."* 

Erosion and neglect are rampant. And, 
unkindest cut of all, thase who live on the 
very edges of his living design think that 
such “emerald necklaces” are natural, 
not planned - are works of God, not man 
and not especially this Victorian genius. 

To stress that point, the National 
Association of Olmsted Parks banded

together last year. Proving that parks 
have friends (and that, more to the point, 
parks have quadrupled the number of 
friends of 1980), more than 300 members 
met in Boston 

The followers of this patron saint of 
landscape architecture studied the 
politics and the scholarship of his design 
and dedicated Fairsted, his Brookline 
office and studio taken over by the 
National Park Service, as a repository of 
his work. They continued to develop the 
working list of parks, parkway syustems, 
and public spaces from a century of 
design by Olmsted, and by the next 
generation of son, F.L.O. Jr., stepson 
John L., and partners who carried on 
through 1957. 

While senior merits top billing, planners 
consider stepson John their father, and 
many cities wear the greening of his firm 
in the following years as well. In fact, the 
mission of the National Association of 
Olmsted Parks is to lengthen that list, 
year to year, Beginning now with Ann 
Arbor, Mich., (2 parks), moving to Baston 
(105), Louisville (17), Seattle (24), and so 
one, the raster ends with a single design in 
Wyomissing, Pa 

No wonder Olmsted's 850 jobs amount to 
“the most extensive and important 
statement on the role of open space in 
urban society, past, present, and future, 
we are likely ever to have,” Charles E. 
Beveridge, coeditor of the 12-volume 
series of Olmsted writings with Char'cs 
McLaughlin, puts it 

Olmsted came to his chosen career late 
in life after tries as a gentleman farmer, 
as assist in founding “The Nation," and 
writings of his walks and talks in 
England. Nonetheless, his few decades 
sufficed to expand the field from “lan- 
dscape gardening” to the definition of his 
invention, “landscape architecture.””

The legacy of Frederick Law Olmsted, 
America’s first landscape architect 


wrote Olmsted, it does not conveniently 
include “exposing great ledges, damming 
streams, making lakes, tunnels, bridges, 
terraces, and canals."" 

Such large-scale needs did not stop 
Olmsted from using the greatest artistry 
on the smaller scale. 

His gift lay in variety. Boston's Fens 
for example, took the charm of 
“manufactured wilderness," while 
Brooklyn's Prospect Park terminated in a 
grove of trees to suggest vast spaces 
beyond the confined city turf 

A pragmatist as well as parkmaker par 
excellence, Olmsted remained a model for 
the designers, community activists, and 
park officials gathering in his name. 

Olmsted's 17 major urban parks, 
American's first eco-environments, 
deserve the “moment of reverence” with 
which National Association of Olmsted 
Parks director Alexander Allport 
welcomed these heirs to Boston 

He was not only a great landscape 
architect but also one of the great people 
of the 19th century, Olmsted lecturer and 
landscape architect Lawrence Halprin of 
San frencisco insisted. Diligence is the 
price for design in landscape ar. 
chitecture, however, and horror and 
success stories of Olmsted open spaces 
underscore the nature of this evanescent 
art 

Newark’s Branch Brook Park remains 
intact, Belle Isle in Detroit is flooded 
testimony to urban disregard and the 
municipal axiom, “If you've got open 
space, fill it." The Rose Garden at 
Delaware Park, Buffalo, on the other 
hand, blooms because one landscape 
architect, Patricia M. O'Donnell, aroused 
her community, 

At times “benign neglect” can save an 
area (Jackson Park, Chicago). Con: 
versely, overusing, and even too much 
loving care from Green Guerrillas, an 
environmental group, to birdwatching 
associations, can cause the over use of a 
landscape (Central Park, New York) 

Notwithstanding the mixed state of the 
Olmsted legacy, and the mixed approach 
to its care, Olmsted aficionados agreed 
that conferees who work on parks, live on 
parks, “must develop a nucleus for whom 
parks are as essential as their intimate 


working environment,"” in the words of 
organizer Betsy Shure Gross. 

Often, the defense of the landscape has 
ess to do with art, however, than with 
mounting an armed guard - even against 
one's friends. 

When artist Christo, the creator of such 
monumental works of art, or acts of 
landscape architecture, as “Valley 
Curtain” and “Running Fence" in 
California wanted to install a series of 
11,000 steel gates, park defenders saw it 
as 22,000 holes assaulting their hard- 
pressed landscape. 

Similar “do good" intrusions number in 
the dozens’ there, including the latest 
extension of the Metropolitan Museum 

But the greatest menace remains the 
budget cuts in park funds across the

Fairsted contains the records of 700 jobs 
done in 115,000 drawings. When a small 
town wants to recontour or restore its 
park system, it can address this center. 
Where is the underground drainage of an 
Olmsted park? The grading system? The

Drawings tell, and the National Park 
Service will hopefully supply the staff to 
answer such questions. 

“A living enterprise was important to 
me," says William Alex, difector of the 
Frederick Law Olmsted Association and 
promoter of a bill that Sen Edward M 
Kennedy and former Rep, Robert F. 
Drinan made law, naming Fairsted as a 
natural resource. 

“I would like to see Fairsted become an 


active kind of place, not an academy but a 
place of workshops for the regions, 
workshops for scholars; a place with 
programs - to keep it living rather than 
dead.’ 

‘The parks, Olmsted thought, should be 
equally: alive - living aspects of the 
nation’s design heritage.

What to do when the lights and 


telephone are shut off! 


BY Debbie Doncoy 


Q. — 1 live in an apartment building 
which is faced with the prospect of having 
the utilities shut off. I am not being billed 
directly for this service. What are my 
rights? 


A. = "There are” specific” shut-ofr 
procedures for people who live in apar- 
tment buildings and are not billed directly 
for their utilities. The company must give 
you 30 days written notice before the shut- 
‘off and instructions on how to avoid shut- 
off. The company must also provide you 
with a projected bill and an estimate of 
how much the bill will be for the next 30 
days. 


You can pay the projected bill, and 
deduct the amount from-the rent. Tenants 
may also sue their landlord for failure to

provide heat, light, water, hot water or 
gas. Contact a lawyer for more in- 
formation on the procedure, 

Homeowners) op tenants who are billed 
directly also have rights regarding shut- 
offs. Comparties may shut off utilities for 
failure to pay an overdue bill unless there 
is a health emergency. For gas, electric 
and water you must receive two notices of 
the ‘company’s Intent to shut off service: 
The company must send a second request 
for payment at least 27 days after the 
original bill. The final notice of ter- 
mination must be sent at least 45 days 
after the original bill. The final ter- 
mination notice must also be sent at least 
72 hours before the actual shut-off. 

For telephone service the rules are 
different. New England Telephone must 
give you 15 days notice of termination. 
They must also send a “Reminder of 
Discontinuance” § days before shut-off as 
well as a verification call 2 days before 
shut-off. 


Remember, telephone service can only 
be shut off if you owe more than $25.00, 

If you or someone in your household is 
seriously ill, or if you can show financial 
hardship, they cannot have your service 
shut off. Proof of serious illness must be 
given in the form of a phone call by a 
physician or local board of health 
followed by a letter to the company within 
seven days of the phone call. The letter 
must state “serious illness’, or the letter 
can be rejected. Proof must be submitted 
every month or every three months with 
chronic illness. 

The letter rhust include: (1) name and 
address of the seriously ill person, (2) 
nature of the illness, (3) the office address 
and telephone number of doctor or board 


of health, 

In the case of telephone service the 
procedure is the same, but you are only 
covered for 90 days, The Department.of 
Public Utilities may extend the coverage 
an additional 60 days but no more than 
that even with chronic illness, 

If all members of a household are 65 or 
older, utility companies cannot shut off 
without written approval of DPU- “The 
DPU cannot approve termination unless {t 
has conducted an investigation, 

If you dispute all or part of your utility 
bill, contact the company first. Once you 
notify the company or DPU that you have 
‘a dispute, the company cannot terminate 
service until the dispute has been settled. 
Your rights concerning billing disputes 
should be written on*your bill. If you ate 
not satisfied with the company's decision 
or have any other complaints about the 
utilities, write to the DPU.

It is also important to note that shut-offs 
cannot occur on Friday, Saturday or 
Sunday or any legal holiday and only 
between 8 A.M. —4 P.M. Monday through 
‘Thursdays. Gas and electricity cannot be 
shut off between November 15 — April 15,

Your lawn needs care too! 


Well maintained lawns are a basic 
feature of home yards and landscaping. If 
lawns are carefully maintained they are 
an asset to the property. If neglected they 
are often a liability. Important guidelines 
such as proper liming, fertilizing, 
watering and mowing practices should be 
followed to provide a happy, healthy lawn. 

Lime is generally needed every two to 
four years, however, frequency of ap- 
plication can be determined by a soil test. 
Ground limestone is the best source and 
should be applied in early spring or fall. 

Fertilizer is essential for growth of 
lawns. There are many available types 
and formulations. Fertilize your lawns 
when dry in early spring and wash the 
material into the soil to prevent burning 
or apply just before a rain 

Water is also essential for growth of 
lawns. Don't always rely on rain — as 
severe dry spells may cause browning or 
dormancy during the season. 

Now is the time to start moving. Don’t 
mow too closely. Make sure the mower 
blade is sharp and maintain a height of 
1% inches for a strong healthy lawn 
Homeowners should be cautious when 
mowing to avoid accidents. Mowers are 


dangerous when used improperly! 

Weeds are a common lawn problem. 
Many lawns this year are bright yellow 
with dandilions. These and other common 
weeds can be controlled by hand digging 
or by selective chemical weed killers. 


Careful planning and maintenance 
should produce a healthy, lush lawn. 
Information on lawn maintenance and 
lawn mower safety can be obtained from 
the Middlesex County Extension Service, 
105 Everett Street, Concord, Ma.

Going, going, gone — not auctions, they're booming

It may be easy to recognize the tobacco 
auctioneer's chant: the problem is 
figuring out exactly what it all means. 

X literal translation of the above would 
go like this — “One, dollar two, dollar 

four, seven, eight, nine. Sold (to) 

ican (Tobacco Co.).”" Yet getting the 
message across is only half the auc 
tioneer’s work 

Whether he's selling dishes or hogs. any 
good auctioneer is doing several things at 
once. He's announcing bids: listening for 
the next highest offer. sometimes wat 
ching for non-verbal signals and con 
stantly assessing the mood of the crowd. 

The auctioneer’s delivery. for example 
is nearly as important as the content of his 
sales pitch. The tobacco auctioneer’s spiel 
is fired off at a pace that isat least 10 times 
as fast as the average eonversational 
speech. Besides moving along the day's 
sales, this speed helps create a bit of 
marketing excitement. (General auc 
tioneer Victor Richardson is said to have 
set a record in New York with his chant of 
888 words per minute. The average bid: 
caller whizzes along al about 40 words per 
minute.) 

Today. just about everything can be and 
is sold at auction: personal property. in: 
dustrial and farm machinery, horses. 
tobacco. fine art, new and used cars. 
livestock and commercial and industrial 
real estate. In fact, whether held in

Unfor 
tunately, after just a few weeks of prac 
tice, a good auctioneer learns to butcher 
the English language 

There are as many different chanting 
techniques as there are auctioneers. Sot 
are musical and others sound like 
machines. Evans No chant 
exactly the same as another, even w 
delivered by the same auctioneer, because 
he's always changing his tempo, volume, 
inflection and word combinations to suit 
the occasion

What's not a secret about the profession 
is that it requires non-stop talking, While 
the auctioneer's time on the 
platform will be aboyt two hours, some 
auctions may take up to 12 hours — a 
herculean task for mdst vocal cords. To 
prevent hoarseness or laryngitis, mai 
suctioneers rely on breathing exercises. 
use a microphone, sip lukewarm wat 
while working ‘cold water makes the voice 
raspy). suck on lozenges, avoid the wind 

d wear scarves on cold days. 

Most professional auctioneers care for 
their voices the same way singers do. by 
learning to talk “from down here,” Evans 

s. And like a good.singer, Evans and 
other auctioneers practice this breathing 
until it becomes natural 

But nowadays, it takes more than strong 
vocal cords and an entertaining chant to 
make a successful auctioneer. He needs to 
know about fees and commissions, state 
license laws, advertising. sales contracts. 
catalogs or circulars, signs, setting up for

The auctioneer recognizes 
the highest bidder and closes the sale 
either by announcing the buyer's name ar 
by describing the buyer

The agreement was given to 
the auctioneer like this: "... when Mr. X is 
sitting down, he is bidding. If he bids 
openly. he is also bidding. When he stands 
up.-he has stopped bidding “If he sits down 
again, he is not bidding unless he raises his 
finger Having raised his finger, he is 
bidding, until he stands up again 
Understandably. the auctioneer Jost track 
of those signals somewhere along the line, 
and the painting went to the 
highest bidder
